Corncob and rag dolls were usual- 


ly of the child's own manufacture. 
Those made of dough were used in 
a social ceremony among the Iro- 
quois. 
Dolls wore .provided with 


cradles, clothing, tents, and utensils 
of clay.

The Eskimo father 
carved 
the 


small bone or ivory dolls more or 
less 
elaborately, and made them 
stand upright to the great delight 
of the children.. At the

these small figures represented the 
dead.

The Hopi tribe in the northwest- 


ern part of Arizona make little fig- 
ures of soft cotton, wood.

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Governor Vetoes Bill Aimed At 


What State Engineer John C. White Says of Smoke Nuisance Here 


r ADISONIANS have for several 


years coxnplaihed of the smoke 


nuisance in the city. City officials, 
housewives, storekeepers and other 
sufferers have_ expressed their opin- 
ions in no uncertain-terms. 


In view of this situation, a Capital 


Times' reporter put certain questions 
to John C. White, state power plant 
engineer, who has long been inter- 
ested in the smoke question. Here 
are the questions and Mr. White's 
answers: 


Q. Is there a smoke nuisance in 


Madison ? 


A. Compared to other cities M'ad- 


ison isn't bad. But that might be 
said of a good many things that can 
be reduced. 


Q. What do you consider the best 


remedy ? 


A. Education 
and 
supervision, 


which brings into effect a smoke or- 
dinance, a smoke inspector, and 
means of enforcing'the law. 


Q. .What, means do you think" 


should be used to enforce such a law ? 


A. A smoke inspector who knows 


his job should go. into any place 
which is violating, the 'law and show 
the offender, how to avoid offending. 
If the plant needs remodeling, the in^ 
spector should be prepared to assist 
in making the new plans. The in- 
spector should also, I believe, have 
charge of the heating in city schools • 
so that they would not be offenders. 


Q. Should this law apply to all 


territory within one mile of the cap- 
itol? 
A. It should cover the entire city. 


If a dividing line is drawn, a person 


on qne, side of a street may be forced 
to observe the law while a person just 
across the streeb could smoke him. 
out. 
•' 
Q. Do you 
think 
prosecutions 


should follow continuous offenses? 


A. Absolutely. Offenders should 


be forced to comply with the ordi- 
nance with regard to smoke. 


Q. Do you believe the people of 


Madison generally are in favor of 
such a law? 
A. I do. The women especially are 


interested in the question because of 


'the soot which dirties the house, 
linen, w'ool^clothing and'person. 


'•: 
Q. Can' smoke be eliminated if soft 


coal is used? / 
• • 


•A.- Not absolutely, but_ it _can be 


reduced so as not to be'objectionable, 
with proper'firing. 


Q. What-is the proper method of 


'firing? 
i 


A. The "coking" method by which 


the gases are released from the coal 
and burned 'before the coal is burned. 


Q. Does that method use more coal 


or less?- 
- 


A. It uses less coal, about 25 per 


cent'less. Smoke is wasteful. The 
gases which, when burned give heat, 
are liberated without being burned 
and cause the smoke. 


Q. Does that method require any
